GAS GCING TO WASTE 


Flow of More than Four Milticn Feet 
Daily is Reported from Near 
Pelican 

For 14 years 4,000,000 feet of con-| 
sumable gas « day has been escaping 
f-om the creat gas well at Pelican} 
Portage yout 170 miles in a direct 
line northeast from Edmonton. 

The present flow of gas in the well| 
Was struck in October, 1898, at. depth, 
of » feet. An attempt to cap the 
well was made three years ago but 
failed, the tremendous pressure blow- 
ing off the valve. Oil «urillers use all 
the gas they need, and the remainder 
necessarily goes to waste. 

Glen C. Foster, one of a party of 
newspaper men, who made a trip of 


inspection to the gas well, has this 
to say concerning it: 
Up there they .v to bed by gas, 


sleep by gas, get up by gas, and work 
by gas. Gas piped part way up the] 
hill where hey are drilling furnished | 
heat for a 40 horse power boiler. This 
boiler in turn supplies steam power 
that keeps the oil outfit going 24 
hours a day and generates electricity 
for all the wuldings and tents in con- 
nection with the oil camps 

We lay down with the noisy gush of 
the escaping gas close to us and with 
our beds in a semi-circle to the flame 
that shoots right into the air, we read | 
bookr: and though it was . bitterly | 
cold night the air about was balmy 
as a tropical night.

Sounds From a Raintow 


It seems Incredible that a beam of 
light could be made to produce sound, 


but such a thing can be done. 


A ray 


of sunlight is thrown through a lens 


on a glass vessel 
black colored silk or worsted, or any 
like substance A disk having slits 


containing lamp- 


or openings cut In it is made to re- 


volve swiftly in this beam of light, so 
as to cut it up, thus causing alternate 
flashes of light and shadow. When 
one places his ear to the glass vessel 
he hears strange sounds so long as 
the flashing beam falls upon the ves- 
sel 

A still more extraordinary effect !s 
produced when the beam of sunlight 
is made to pass through a prism, so as 
to produce what is called the solar 
spectrum. This disk is turned and 
the colored light of the rainbow ts 
made ty break through it. Now, if 
the ear be placed to the vessel con- 
taining the silk or other material. as 
the colored lights of the spectrum fall 
upon ft, sounds will be given by the 
different parts of the spectrum, and 
tere will be silence in other parts 

For example, if the vessel contains 
red worste and the green light flash- 
« upon it, loud sounds will be given 
out Only feeble 
heard when the red and the blue parts 
of the rainbow fall upon the vessel. 
Other colors produce no sounds at 
all

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“The Barley Market . 


The price of barley during tha 
past two years has been a sore 
point for farmers throughout the 
province. For several years 
farmers have been advised from 
various sources to go in for bar- 
ley growing, it being claimed 
that there was an excellent mark- 
et for all the barley that could be 
produced, but every fall the price 
has been low, and it has paid 
farmers generally to feed their 
barley rather than sell it. 

This year it looks as if the har- 
ley crop is going to be the best 
ever haryested in this district, 
and the quality and yield is said 
to be on an average higher than 
that of either wheat or oats. At 
the same time price of barley is 
only 30 cents for the No 3, 28 for 
No 4, and 25 for teed, on date Au- 
gust 29 at local elevators, with 
probably two cents advantage by 
carload. This is lower than last 
year. The same elevators offered 
38c, 32c, and 27¢ for the same 
grades at October 1g of last year. 

There has therefore been a 
drop of 8 cents per bushel dur- 
ing the past ten months, whereas 
if the demand had been great, 
there should have been a rise as 
the grain was used. 

At the same time as the barley 
growers are being offered 30c per 
bushel for barley, beer, 
which barley is the principal 
constituent, 1s being sold here at 
a price higher than anywhere 
else on the Continent. There 
must be an enormous profit for 
the brewer under these condi- 
tions, 30c barley and 15¢ per 
glass beer. In the States 60c and 
7oc is sometimes paid for barley 
and beer retails at 5¢ per glass. 

These remarks are prompted 
by an article that appeared in 
one of the Calgary dailies on 
Wednesday as a dispatch from 
Lethbridge, being an interview 
with P, H. Rice, a Winnipeg 
brewer, in which he predicted a 
price of trom 50¢ to 60c for ma't- 
ing barley, and said there wou'd 
be a demand for 40,000,000 
bushels of Southern Alberta 
barley at that price.

Hehas no doubts on the beneficial 
use of the water, as 
p Otess to have, and though he has 
not been long enough in the country 
tu acquire a thorough knowledge of 
he English language, he stated to 
the parry “Can't have 
too much water, Makes big: crups. 
Much money.” At the same time 
Mr Stockton pointed out that it was 
hardly correct to say that it was 
impossible to use too much water, 
as an Overdose of water would not 
do the crops any good, the quantity 
is was safe to use depending upon 
the character of the land and the 
drainage. 

The alfalfa seed used for this crop 
came from Montana, where the 
hardiest’ varieties are . obtained. 
Mr Willems stated that part of his 
crop was scwn on the land formerly 
in potatoes, and he said that the 
alfalta had almost eradicated the 
weeds on the field. 

The crop Mr Willems has looks 
to be good for a number of years 
yet, andit’ has the advantage that 
instead of taking anything from 
the soil it adds to its fertility, and if 
he at any time puts another crop in 
there he is almost sure of a yield 
larger than could be obtained even 
on virgin soil. 

Where alfalfa is being largely 
cultivated, as in the Lethbridge 
district, a price of $15 per ton is 
being paid tor it, and Mr Willems, 
will therefor make sixty dollars an 
acre on his crop if he can sell it at 
that price, while if he teeds it to his 
stock he will even do better than 
that, 

There are a number of fields 
thronghout the western section of 
the Bow Valley that are at least 
equal to Mr Willems, and while 
there are some where the results 
have not been good, yet the results 
attained by varions tarmers though- 
out the district in the last three 
years since alfalfa has been introduc- 
ed show that it can be grown suc- 
cessfnliy, especially by the use of 
irrigation. Protessor Fairfield, 
Supertendent of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farm = at Lethbridge, 
while here last week, saidjthat there 
could be no more doubt as tothe 
advantages of irrigation for alfalta 
and similar crops. 

All over Mr Willems farm are 
evidences that good farming pays,

Some Advantages 
of Alfalfa 


In an address deliveredjat the re- 
cent Western Canada ‘Irrigation 
Convention Professor W. H. Fair- 
field, Superintendent of the Do- 
minion Experimental Farm at 
Lethbridge, delivered an address on 
altalfa growing, which is especially 
interesting in view of the interest 
that 1s evinced in this district in its 
cultivation, and the competition in 
the Bow Valley which was last 
week judged by Professor Fairfield. 

The following forms part of 
Professor Fairfield’ s address:

sheep it has few peers. In a lamb 
feeding test at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Farm a year ago we 
found that we obtained about 
twenty dollars a ton for the alfalfa 
hay fed. In a similar experiment 
carried on with lambs this past 
winter we obtained nearly as much. 
As a pasture for pigs it is hard to 
equal, Brood sows relish the hay 
in the winter time. As a poultry 
feed it commands a high price when 
chopped aud ground into meal. But 
why take up your time in cataloging 
the many virtues of this wonderful 
forage plant which are doubtless 
well known to all, 

The Lethbridge district has the 
distinction of being the first locality 
in prairie provinces to grow alfalfa 
commercially, The first fields to 
be grown successtully were sown 
twelve years ago. From the beginn- 
ing of a tew acres the area devoted 
to this crop has increased by several 
hundred acres every year. This 
acreage is practically all on irrigated 
land. It will grow on dry land, 
but the tonnage is increased so 
materially by irrigation that we look 
on it as essentially an irrigated 
crop. It is peculiarly well adapted 
for growing under irrigation, for if 
the water is not applied just when 
it should be the crop is not dam- 
aged, the only loss is the loss ot 
growth up to the time of irrigation. 
This is the case with few other crops 
for with most grasses or with grain 
crops, etc., if they suffer from 
drouth at the critica] period in their 
early development the crop for that 
season is seriously affected. Dur- 
ing the hottest months of the year, 
July and August, which are usually 
the driest, we get the greatest 
growth by being able to supply the 
necessary moisture during the period 
of rapid growth. 

As previously intimated alfalfa is 
going to play a important part in 
the rotation of crops raised on irri- 
gated land in Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan, In most countries, a 
leguminous crop such as clover is 
grown at certain intervals, to enrich 
the land and so make it more pro- 
fitable to raise other crops. In the 
case of alfalta, however, it being 


t suc h a valuable as w 
crop, the ments 
different crops will be 
and it will itself be the main crop 
grown. The great advantage 
gained will be that the land will 
be continuously enriched by nitrates 

Nature has been gen- 
supplied the prairie 
soils, and the subsoils, too, with a 
bountiful supply of all the mineral 
constitituents that plants require.
